INDIAN POLICIES. 


Secretary Delano has made us all his 


debtors by explaining in a few words what 
the president's peace policy is. 
Tbe public 


is perfectly excusable, if it has obtained as 
vet but a vague idea of what this policy i 


The secretary explains that Ibe "Pcac 


policy proposes lo place the Indians upo 
reservations as rapidly as possible, whei 
they can be provided for iu such manner a 
the dictates of humanity and Christian civil 
zaliou. require. 


"On these reservations they are lo b 


taught as fast as possible.arls of asricullui 
and snch pursuits as are incident lo civili 
zation, tbrsugh the aid of the Christian 
orgauizaiions of the country now engaged 
in this work, acting In harmony witli Ibo 
Federal Government 


"Whenever it shall ba found Ihat any 


tribe or baud of Indians persisleully refuse 
to go up M a reservation, aud determine to 
continue tbeir nomadic hanils, accompan- 
ied wilh depredations and outrages upon 
our frontier settlements, then it is the poli- 
cy of the President lo treat such baud or 
tribe with all needed severity, to punish 
them for their outrages according to their 
merits, and thus to leach Ihem that it is 
better to follow Ibe advice of Ibe Govern- 
ment and go upon reservations and become 
civilized, rather than to continue tboir na- 
tive habils and practice;. 


"It is the determination of this policy lo 


Jeethat ail supplies of every kind aud na 
lure, whether of food or clothine, pur- 
chased for such Indians as are upon" reser- 
vations and remain at peace, are procured 
at fair and reasonable prices, so that the In- 
dians meriting these supplies may receive 
th« same without having tho funds of the 
government squandered iu their purchase. 


"It is tLu purpose of the peace pjiicy to 


establish schools, and through the instru- 
mentality of tbe Christian organizations, 
acting in harmony with the Government', 
as fast as possible to build churches aud or- 
ganize t-abbath schools, whereby these sav- 
ages may be taught a better way of life than 
they have heretofore pursued, and bs made 
to understand tbe comforts and benefits of a 
Christian civilization, and thus bo prepared 
ultimately to become citizens of this «rcal 
nation."
